Senator Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, who has been tireless since 
the adjournment of the Democratic 
convention in his efforts to get ac- 
tion on a 2.75 per cent teer bill, 
admitted that the best he could 
hope for was a record vote on re- 
ferring his measure to the Judici- 
ary Committee with instructions to 
report what amount of alcohol 
renders a beverage intoxicating. 
He said that even this indirect 
vote probably would be against fur- 
ther consideration of his Leer pro- 
posal. If the bill is referred to 
the committee there is little likeli- 
hood that it will be reported at this 
session. 
The joint resolution of Barbour 
(Rep.), New Jersey, to amend the 
Constitution to allow wet states to 
authorize the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicants within their own bor- 
ders likewise is apparently dead 
until after the November election. 
Barbour was able only to get on 
the Senate calendar a motion to 
discharge the Judiciary Committee 
from further consideration of his 
resolution.

‘ Blocked in House, Also. 
In the House, wet Republicans 
made the gesture of signing a for- 
mal petition to vote on ‘egalizing 
beer. Such a petition. was with- 
out weight because the House rules 
do not permit consideration of a 
second petition on the same sub- 
ject. The House has already acted 
on petitions for the Beck-Linthi- 
cum resubmission resolution and 
the Hull-O’Connor. modification 
pian. The wet Republican Con- 
gressmen sought to force Garner, 
the Democratic vice-presidential 
nominee, to. aid them by pointing 
out ‘that the Democratic prohibi- 
tion plank advocated “immediate” 
modification of the Volstead act. 
The Speaker, an adroit politician, 
refused to lend a. hand, which

WASHINGTON,. July 9.—A veto 
awaits the $2,122,000,000 Wagner- 
Garner relief bill_as soon as it 
reaches President Hoover’s desk 
Monday. He had completed his 
veto message even before the Sen- 
ate, emulating the action of the 
House, passed the bill today by a 
vote of 43 to 31. It did not go to 
the White House this afternoon be- 


cause the House was in recess and 
Speaker Garner could not sign ‘it. 

The measure is a compromise 
between the Wagner Senate bill 
and the Garner House bill. As 


finally approved, it céitains three 


main provisions: 

1. Appropriating $300,000,000 
to be loaned to the stdtes for 
direct aid tO the needy: 2, ap- 
propriating $322,000,000 for 
highways and other public con- 
struction, to be used when the 
Treasury chooses, and, 3, adding 
$1,500,000,000 to the capital of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration to be loanéd to cor- 
porations and individuals to 
finance productive employment- 
giving enterprises. 

President’s Objection. 

As has been told, President Hoo- 
ver’s objection is based on the pro- 
posal to make loans to private in- 
dividuals. He declared that such a 
provision would make the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation “a 
gigantic pawn-broking institution,” 
and gave warning that he would 
veto the whole bill if that feature 
was retained. Speaker Garner and 
the Senate Democrats accepted the 
challenge and passed the bill as it 
stood. 

Although it received substantial 
majorities in both houses, there is 
no possibility that the measure can 
be passed over a veto, since that 
would require a two-thirds vote in 
both houses. Accordingly, as soon 
as’the veto message is received, the 
leaders purpose to work out a sub- 
stitute which the President — will 


sign. Probably it will resemble the 
present bill, omitting the provisions 
for loans to individuals.

Income and Inheritance 
Taxes Meet Present 


Emergency. 


UNEMPLOYMENT IS 
BIGGEST PROBLEM 


Socialist Presidential Nom- 
inee Inclines Toward 
‘Controlled Inflation” to 
Ease Situation. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 
9.—Unless increased income and 
inheritance taxes meet the need of 
lightening the burdens of the un- 
employed and the farming popula- 
tion a capital levy will be the alter- 
native, Norman Thomas, Socialist 
candidate for President, declared 
here today ih an addr before 
the Institute of Public Affairs of 
the University of Virginia. 

After reviewing the breakdown 
of American industry, the plight of 
the jobless and the farmers and 
describing a four-point Socialist 
platform for industrial recovery, 
Thomas said: 

“Socialists believe :that. if in- 
come and -inheritance taxes are 
inadequate to governmental needs, 
including the burden for lightening 
of non-productive debts and the 
need for unemployment relief, then 
a capital lev§ is greatly to be pre- 
ferred to an indefinite continuance 
of depression or to extensive sales 
taxes which would mean the con- 
tinuance of the depression.” 

Criticises Holding Companies. 

The four points in the program 
for economic reconstruction op- 
posed “unscrambling” of the big 
trusts and mergers. On the other 
hand he criticised the holding com- 
panies, declaring that “a great 
many are simply predatory corpo- 
rations.” The antitrust laws should 
be supplanted by a “greater meas- 
ure of social control, or rather s0- 
cial ownership,” he said. 

Farm relief requires not alone 
lending the farmer more money 
but helping him out of debt, 
Thomas said. Public control of 
the entire marketmg process and 
the ending of private landlordism 
were other sections of the farm 
program espoused by him. This 
last, he added, “does not mean 
that Socialists intend to take 
farms away from working farmers. 
We shall encourage voluntary co- 
operatives.” 

Unemployment Biggest Problem. 

Unemployment relief, Thomas 

declared, is the greatest immediate 
issue. He urged a $10,000,000,000 
Federal program, “some of which 
must go to immediate relief, or 
for subsidizing consumption, but 
most of which should go to useful 
work and the creation of social 
wealth.” Reforestation, public 
housing and road building were 
cited as some of the preferred 
types of public works. 

“It is quite likely,” Thomas said, 
“that a proper program both for 
farmers and unem ployed workers 
must be attended by some degree of 
inflation. Indeed, I believe that a 
controlled inflation, connected with 
public works, calculated if possible 
to bring back, let us say, the com- 
modity price level of 1926 or 1927 
would be positively beneficial. Un- 
controlled inflation, however, would 
be disastrous, as it has always been 
in every country, and for no one 
more disastrous than the wage and 
salary worker. Socialists always 
protest vehemently against two il- 


whelming both as a matter of jus- 
tice and expediency. Of course, 
such taxes should be graduated.” 


TEST OF 90-DAY DIVORCE LAW 


Arkansas Supreme Court to Decide 
Validity of Statuté. 
By the Associated Press, 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., July 9.— 
The State Supreme Court has been 
asked to decide the validity of Ar- 

sas’ 90-day divorce law. An ap- 
peal from a Chancellor's ruling that 
@ person cannot acquire a bona 
fide residence by coming to this 
State simply to obtain a divorce, 
and that such a proceeding is a 
“fraud on the Court,” was filed in 
the Supreme Court yesterday. 

Chancellor C, E. Johnson of Tex- 
arkana declared the quick divorce 
statute invalid in dismissing the pe- 
tition of Mrs. Flora Squire; until 
last September a resident of Gary, 
Ind., who asked for a divorce from 
Hess F.. Squire.

FOR HOOVER DAM TUNNELS 


Babcock & Wilcox Co. of Denver 
and New York Land $10,- 
908,000 Job. 


WASHING'TCHN, July 3.—Joseph 
M. Dixon, Acting Secretary of the 
Interior Department, announced to- 
day the Babcock & Wilcox Co. of 
Denver and New York had been 
awarded the contract for furnish- 
ing the 30-foot pipes for the Hoo- 
ver dam tunnels at Boulder Can- 
yon. The winning bid was $10,- 
908,000. The A. QO. Smith Co. of 
Milwaukee, the only other com- 
pany bidding, bid $11,697,284. 

The Smith Co. opposed the 
award to the low bidder with 
threats of an injurction and patent 
infringment damage suits. 

Department officials described 
the pipe as the largest ever to be 
made. 

The low bidder was required to 
furnish a $6,000,000 bond indemni- 
fying the Government against pos- 
sible loss through patent violations. 
The department ruled the patent 
right issue was outside its province 
and that it was, therefore, obliged

The maneutering between the 
Wilson and Dearmont organiza- 
tions for an advantage with. the 
wet vote in St. Louis'in their cam- 
paign for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor had reached a 
‘stalemate yesterday. 

On the face of their statements 
one is as wet as the other, and the 
only advantage for either, if it is 
‘advantage, is with Dearmont in 
that he beat Wilson to a declara- 
fion by a couple of days. 

Immediately after the adoption 
of the national platform in Chicago 
10 days ago Dearmont announced 
that\ he stood on the platform with- 
out reservation. Two days later 
Wilson sent Gov. Roosevelt a tele- 
gram of felicitation and in it took 
occasion to say that he stood on the 
platform, 

Since that time some of the sup- 
porters of Wilson have attempted 
to make it appear that while Wil- 
son is wet enough ' to satisfy wet 
voters in St. Louis, Dearmont has 
been evasive. 


Their Latest Statements. ,. 
The most recent statements of 
the ‘candidates on the subject are: 
By Dearmont: “When the Demo- 
cratic platform was adopted I im- 
mediately on June 30 issued a 
statement that as a candidate for 
Governor I would stand upon it 
without any reservation whatever. 
I am therefore supporting the pro- 
posal to repeal the _ eighteenth 
amendment and aménd the Vol- 
stead Act as proposed by the plat- 
form. If elected Governor I will, 
if the eighteenth amendment is 
repealed, conceive it to be my duty 
to work for the enactment of-a 
sound regulatory law for the State 
of Missouri. 


“I will notvurge. the repeal of 
‘the State law as long as the eight- 
eenth amendment is in force. It 
was appreved by the voters of this 
State in 1926 and they should ex- 
‘press -themselves in favor of its 
repeal if they so desire.” 

By Wilson: “In my telegram of 
July 3 to Gov. Roosevelt I stated 
I approved the platform adopt 
by the Chicago convention and 
stand on each and every plank of 
it, : 

“The people of the State in 1926 
voted against repeal of the State 
enforcement act. Until the eight- 
eenth amendment is repealed I 
would prefer that any proposal to 
take the State enforcement law off 
the statute books’ should again be 
passed upon by the people. How- 
ever, if Congress,-.pending action 


peal, modifies the Volstead Act 
within the provisions of the pres- 
ent Constitution then, as Governor, 
I would recommend that the State 
enforcement act be changed to 
harmohize with the Federal law.” 

Dearmont’s Heavy Schedule. . 

With three weeks of the cam- 
paign remaining, the candidates’ 
organizations are increasing their 
efforts, though Wilson is adhering 
to his policy of making no speeches. 
Dearmont delivered from four to 
six speeches a day last week in Wil- 
son territory in Western Missouri, 
and has a schedule equally as 
heavy this wéek. , F 

The Dearmont organization ex- 
pressed elation yesterday over the 
espousal of the Dearmont candida- 
cy by former Circuit Attorney Law- 
rentce McDaniel, who previously 
/had-taken no public position as be- 
tween Wilson and Dearmont. Mce- 
Daniel will begin speaking for 
Dearmont in St. Louis this week, 
his first speech being scheduled for 
Tuesday night, at Kingshighway 
and Reber place, in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward. aj 


In announcing his support of 
Dearmont, McDaniel said that he 
could find no outstanding’ party or 
public service in Wilson’s long ca- 
reer which-Would appeal to the in- 
dependent voters. He said _ that, 
giving Wilson cred& for being hon- 
est and capable, his administration 
would be clouded by the suspicion 
|} that he was not the real Governor 
and that’a majority of the people 
would believe, whether true or not, 
that his official acts were dig 
tated.

Bears Take Early. Lead. 

The Bears led from the start un- 
til well past the mile mark. After 
tearing away from Starter Eliot

The Bears were about ready to 
uncork their closing drive when 
the Penn sweepers caught them off 
guard with a sudden spurt and 
pulled slightly ahead about 50 
yards from the finish line.

Devices introduced by the more 
or less desperate characters en- 
gaged in the actual rum-running 
to get their loads of liquor by 
these patrolmen would baffle the 
efforts of a staff a hundred times 
more numerous and efficient than 
those employed. And, make no 
mistake, a very large percentage 
of these guards are honest and 
efficient: These bootleggers have 
not kept the liquor stream flow- 
ing southward by graft and cor- 
ruption but by stealth, speed and 
the remote regions accessible at 
all points west of the Great Lakes. 


It is no joke, of course, with 
the border guards t with the 
people residing alo he line, on 
both sides, there has never been 
much sympathy with the efforts 
to suppress the traffic. Many of 
those residing adjacent to the 
border would not participate in 
the profits of lawlessness, but at 
the same time would refuse to aid 
the authorities im capturing the 
rum runners. 

The general feeling in this re- 
spect, by law-abiding citizens, was 
to let the border patrol and the 
bootleggers match their wits. It 
was a game in which they dis- 
played little concern. This is 
one of the chief reasons why the 
patrol has been so ineffective— 
failure of the average citizen to 


regard the traffic as a crime, 
even though not in sympathy 
with it. 


Then, too, Canada tried prohi- 
bition in the early, stages of the 
‘war, before it was introduced into 


the States. Authorities on this 


side got little assistance from 
those residing south of the border 
in suppressing rum-running from 
the States into prohibition Can- 
ada. When the effort at sup- 
pression proved such a ghastly 
and costly failure on this side, and 
there was substituted a govern- 
ment sale through dispensaries, 
and the United States went on a 
prohibition basis, indifference of 
the American to the earlier Ca- 
nadian experiment was not for- 
gotten. 

Sources of Discord. 

The whole rotten system of me- 
chanics incident to the distribu- 
tion of liquor has provoked more 
discord on the border and among.

HE following article consists of a series 
T of questions asked by Emil Ludwig, noted 

German biographer and historian, and 
answered by Joseph Stalin, most influential of 
the leaders in modern Russia.

Ludwig: Around the table at which we sit 
are sixteen chairs. Outside of Russia it is 
held, on the one hand, that the Soviet Union 
is a land where everything must be decided 
bureaucratically; on the other hand, that ev- 
erything is decided individually. Who does 
make decisions? : 

talin: No, decisions may not be made by 
individuals. Personal decisions are always 
—or almost always—one-sided. In every bu- 
reau, in every collective, there are persons 
whose views must be reckoned with. In every 
bureau, in every collective, there are also 
persons who may utter erroneous opinions. 
On the basis of the experience of three rev- 
olutions, we know that out of, say, a hundred 
personal decisions, not collectively checked 
and improved, ninety will be one-sided. 

Approximately seventy members belong‘ to 
our guiding organ, the Central Committee, 
which directs all our Soviet and party or- 
ganizations. Among these seventy members 
are found our best industrialists, our best as- 
sociates, our best distributors, our best mili- 
tary men, our best propagandists, our best 
agitators, our best governmental experts, our 
best experts in the field of collective farming, 
cur best experts on the nations of the Soviet 
Union and on national policy. In this body 
is concentrated the wisdom of our party. 


No Gag Rules. 

Everyone is permitted to correct the -per- 
sonal opinion, the personal proposals of an- 
other. Everyone has the opportunity to make 
his experiences valuable. If it were not so, 
if decisions were individually hit upon, we 
should make grave errors in our work. In- 
sofar “as everyone has the opportunity to cor- 
rect the mistakes of individuals, insofar as 
these corrections carry weight, our decisions 
work oug with more or iess exactitude. 

Ludwig: You have behind you many dec- 
ades of illegal work. You have, in your time, 
illegally transported arms, ifterature, and so 
forth. Do you not believe that the enemies 
of the Soviet Union will take advantage of 
your experiences, and struggle against the 
Soviet Union by similar means? 

Stalin: This is unquestionably possible. 

Ludwig: Is this perhaps the cause of the 
severity of relentiessness of your power in 
its campaign against its efemies? 

Stalin: That is the main cause. We mighi 
cali forth certain historical examples. When 
the Bolsheviks succeeded in gaining power, 
they at first treated their enemies with mild- 
ness. The Mensheviks continued to exist ie 
gally,.and had their own newspaper.. Even 
the Cadet Party published its own newspaper.

We erred in acting with 
such mildness toward the enemies of the 
working class. Had we repeated this blun- 
der, we should have committed a crime 
against the workers; we should have be- 
trayed their interests. This immediately be- 
came quite clear. It was soon evident that 
the more mildly we proceeded with our ene- 


us. The right-wing Social Revolutionaries, 
Gotz and others, and the left-wing Megshe- 
viks, at once organized in Leningrad the coun- 
ter-révolutionary activity of the Junkers, for 
which many of our revolutionary sailors sac- 
rificed their lives. 


Accusing Capitalist States. 

This seifsame Krassnov, whom we freed 
“on his word of honor,” organized the white 
guard Cossacks. He united’ with Mamontoy 
and for two years led an armed campaign 
against the Soviet. It soon became obvious 
that back of these white guard generals stood 
agents of the Western capitalist states— 
France, England, the United States, Japan. 
We. were convinced how seriously we had 
blundered in acting mildly, We learned from 
our experiences that we would be finished 
with our enemies only when we appijed to 
them the most relentless policy of suppres- 
sion. 

Ludwig: It*appears to me that a goodly 
proportion of the Soviet population -is im- 
bued with anxiety and fear toward the Soviet 
Power, and that on this feeling of fear, to 
some extent, rests the heparan: of the Soviet 
Power. 

Stalin: You are wrong. Many ondnenii oy 
duige this same error. Do you actually be- 
lieve that for fourteen years we could hold 
power and the support of the millions of peo- 
ple thanks to the method of intimidation? 
No, that is impossible. The regime of the 
czars knew best how to intimidate. In this 
respect it encountered an enormous, ancient 
experience. The European—more especially 
the French—bourgeoisie aided the czarism at 
this point in every way, and taught it to in- 
still timidity in the people. Despite these ex- 
periences, despite this support of the Euro- 
pean bourgeoisie, the policy of terror led to 
the destruction of czarism. 

Ludwig: But the Romanoffs were able to 
retain power for three hundred years. 


Long Record of Revolts. 


Stalin: Yes, but how many uprisings and 
rebellions were there in that three hundred 
years? The revolt of Stenka Rasin, the re- 
volt of Jemelian Pugatschev, the Decebrist re- 
Volt, and Revolution of February, 1917, the 
October Revolution. I say nothing of the fact 
that the present conditions of the political | 
and cultural life of the land are fundamenta!- 
ly at variamce with the conditions of the old 
days, when the ignorance, the absence of cul- 
ture, the submissiveness and political intimi- 
dation of the masses gave the “rulers” the 
opportunity of remaining at the rudder for 
an indefinite length of time. 

Concerning the people, the workers and 
farmers of the Soviet Union, they are not at 
all so manageable, submissive, and timid as 
you think. Many Europeans are accustomed 
to believe that the conditions of former times 
still exist in the Soviet Union: they believe 
that the people who live in Russia, are, first; 
timid, second, lazy. This is an old and 
basically false conception. It has persisted 
in Europe since the time when Russian land- 
Owners began to travel to Paris, there dis- 
sipated ill-gotten money and idled away the 
time. These were truly spineless and worth- 
less people. Henee the conclusion of “Rus- 
Sian laziness.” ~ : 

This, however, in no way eae et the Rus- 
sian worker and peasant, who by their own 
hood.

-are rendered null and void as soon as the 
working masses no longer trust them, as 
soon as they lose contact with the working 
masses. Plechanov was considered quite an 
outstanding authority. And what happened’? 
No sooner did he begin to waver politically 
than the workers forgot him. They turned 
away from him and forgot him. Another 
example: Trotzky. Trotzky also was consid- 
ered an important authority, though hardly 
approaching Plechanov. And what happened? 
As soon as he turned away rom the workers 
they forgot him. 

_ Ludwig: Was he entirely forgotten? 

Stalin: Once in a while he is remembered 
—with resentment. , 

Ludwig: By everyone with resentment? 

Stalin: As for our conscientious workers, 
they remember Trotzky with.resentment, with 
irritation, with hatred. 

Of course, there is a certain negligible por- 
tion of the population which in fact fears the 
Soviet Power and struggles against it. I have 
reference to the remainder of the dying class- 
es, who are being liquidated. And above al! 
an insignificant section of the peasantry—the 
domain of Kulaks. Here, however, it is not 
only the question of a policy of intimidation. 
which actually does exist. Everyone knows 
that we Bolsheviks do not confine ourselves 
to a policy of intimidation, but rather go fur- 
ther, with a view to the liquidation of bour- 
geois classes. 


Where Stability Rests. 

If one considers the laboring . population 
of the Soviet Union, the workers and indus- 
trious farmers, wha comprise at least 90 per 
cent of the total population, they are for the 
Soviet Power and actually assist the Soviet 
regime. Indeed, they support the Soviet Pow- 
er because this order serves the fundamental! 
interests of the laborer and peasant. Upon 
this basis rests the stability of the Soviet 
Power and not upon a policy of infimidation.- 

Ludwig: How did you become a Socialist 
and when? 

Stalin: I cannot say that at the age of six 
I was drawn to Socialism. Not even at 14 
or 12. 1 joined the revolutionary movement 
at 15, when I bound myself to illegal groups 
of Russian Marxists, who at that time lived | 
in the Trans-Caucasians. These groups exer- 
cised a tremendous influetice over me and 
developed in me a predilection for Marxist 
literature. 

Ludwig: What induced you to the opposi- 

tion? Perhaps ill-treatment on the part of 
your parents? 

Stalin: No. My parents wore uneducated 
people, but they always treated the not badly.

Division Two, as now and lately 
constituted, Ras followed a policy 
of disregarding minor defects in 
trial procedure, and reversing 
criminal convictions only on 
grounds of substantial merit. 
Since this policy has been in ef- 
fect, the number of criminal con-

Two new Judges, entering Di- 
vision Two next January, if they 
were more ready to recognize 
technical points as reversible er- 
rors, might bring about an in- 
crease in the present number of 
appeals in criminal cases.

Fower Appeals Now. 


In 1927, following a gradual 
increase of several years, 287 
criminal cases were appealed to 
the Supreme Court. In 1928, the 
number was 100 less, or 187. In 
1929, the number was 99. In 
1930 there were 103 such appeals, 
and in 1931 the number was $1. 

The two Judges of Division Two 
who will retire at the end of 1932 
are John Turner White of Spring- 
field, Democrat, who was elected 
to the court in 1922, and Berry- 
man Henwood of Hannibal, 
publican, who was appointed in 
1930 to fill a yacancy. 


Five Republicans and four 
Democrats have filed for the 
nominations for the two places to 
be filled in Division Two of the 
court.

There is now no member of the 
Supreme Court from St. Louis, a 
condition which ~ has prevailed 
since 1930. Of the St. Louis can- 
didates in the primary, former 
Judge Fitzsimmons, the only 
Democrat, served an appointive 
term on the St. Louis Circuit 
Court bench, being named one of 
two newly created judgeships, to 
which Gov. Caulfield was required 
to make appointments from both 
parties. He has been indorsed by 
17 St. Louls circuit judges, most 
of them Republicahs. Judge Nor- 
toni is on the circuit bench, fill- 
ing an unexpired term by appointe 
ment of Gov. Caulfield. Phillips 
is former chairman of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Commission, 

Of the other Democratic candi- 
dates for Division Two, Judge 
Henson was formerly on the cir- 
cult bench, ahd Judge Burney is 
now a Circuit Judge. Judge Bur- 
ney and Tipton have the backing 
of the Jackson County Democratic 
organization. 


Where Appeals Originate. 

Statistics show that one-half 
the Supreme Court’s entire grist 
of cases, civil and criminal, come 
from the city of St. Louis and St. 

For 1931, of 717 
appealed cases filed in the Su- 
preme Court 364 were from St, 
Louls and St. Louis County. 

The four members of the court 
who held over are Chief Justice 
Frank E, Atwood of Carrollton, 
Republican, Division One, whose 
term continues through 1934;

HILE there is much in your edi- 
torial, “‘No Magic in Inflation” that 
commands approval, it seems to me that 
it overlooks some pertinent facts. 

Those who believe that some measure 
of inflation would raise price levels and 
thereby speed up recovery, see an impor- 
tant difference between money in circu- 
lation and money merely in existence. 
The purchase of Government bonds with 
Federal Reserve notes did not substan- 
tially increase the amount of currency in 
circulation. The bonds and the notes 
simply exchanged bank vaults. 

A comparison of the amount of money 
in circulation now and in 1929 is not 
conclusive in showing that the present 
supply is sufficient. . The amount needed, 
at all times, varies inversely as the fluid- 
ity of credit. The abnormal expansion of 
credit in 1929 had the effect of an in- 
crease of our circulating medium. By 
the same token, the present contraction 
of credit has had the same effect as 
would have been realized if our easy 
credit conditions of 1929 had been main- 
tained and our currency circulation di- 
minished. x 

It seems to me that we can never 
escape these paralyzing alternations of 
inflation and deflation until some Gov- 
ernment agency finds a way to link to- 
gether, as one problem, the degree of 
credit fluidity and the amount of money 
in circulation. It is the sum of the two 
that should be maintained on a uniform 
level, 

The inherent weakness of both the 
Steagall-Glass bill and the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation Act is that they 
were based upon the assumption that 
money delivered to the banks would 
find its way into circulation. But it did 
not. Manufacturers are not borrowing 
money to enlarge their operations. 
Neither are merchants. Consumers who 

need money for living expenses can- 
mot make bankable notes. Hence neither 
credit nor money has been moDilized.

Allies waived payment in full, but did*insist upon 
payment for: civilians killed and wounded in the 
war, propérty damages to civilians, all pensions to 
soldiers of the Allies and théir dependents, allow- 
ances to families of Allied soldiers during the war, 
reparations for prisoners of war, wages for forced 
civilian labor, return of fines levied upon civilian 
populations and payment of the costs incurred by 
armies of occupation. - 

When it came to fixing the ¢ash value of these 
stupendous ciaims, difficulties began. The top figure 
was 125 billion dollars, Finance Minister Klotz of 
France called for 76 billions, and the total finally 
adopted was 64 billions, or about four times the value 
of all the gold in circulation in the world. Germany 
was shorn of her colonies, valued at 20 to 25 billions, 
and got no credit on the reparations books for them. 
Rich industrial regions were taken from her as well. 
Private property in foreign countries was confis- 
cated, and Germany contends that this was grossly 
under-appraised. In fact, there has been constant 
bickering over the value of payments in goods, until 
today the estimates of total payments range from 
her creditors’ estimate of five bililons tv Germany’s 
figure of 16 billions. 

A dozen or more years of conferences, agreements 
and disagreements over reparations ensued. Revision | 
was constantly downward, despite the French efforts 
to force payments to the treaty limits. The Repara- 
tions Commission in 1921 fixed the total at 44 billion 
dollars. France raised the issue of default early in 
1923 and entered upon the fruitless occupation of 
the Ruhr district, a step which England firmly 
opposed. France’s former policy, now abandoned at 
Lausanne, was illustrated in her statement that the 
Ruhr seizure was “to create in Germany, by seizure 
of pledges and by coercion, the will to pay.” 

When a German breakdown threatened, the Dawes 
Commission was formed, in 1924, to seek a settlement 
based on economic realities alone, divorced from po- 
litical considerations. It formulated a plan for finan- 
cial supervision of Germany for payments averaging 
$595,000,000 annually for five years, without attempt- 
ing to set a total figure. 

Germany having met the Dawes payments, the 
Young Commission was formed in 1929 to amend 
the plan on its expiration, and to seek a solution on 
a permanent basis. The resultant Young plan freed 
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staved off the collapse that the world’s 

economists had been predicting. Dr: Hjalmar 
Schacht, former president of the Reichsbank, summed 
up the situation in a sentence in his book, “The End 
of Reparations,” published last year. He said: 
“Whenever the flow of foreign loans to Germany 
ceases, and until Germany is able to match her in- 
ternational payments by an adequate export surplus, 
reparations payments will have to stop.” 

Germany’s credit was exhausted long ago, and the 
world’s tariff walls made an “adequate export sur- 
plus” impossible. German industrial production has 
dwindled below the production for 1900, and her na- 
tional income is 30 per cent below the figure for 
1929. Unemployment has increased prodigiously, to 
a total of more than 6,000,000 persons, making heavy 
inroads upon the Reich revenues for doles. Taxes 
have risen to ever more exorbitant heights, and a 
series of increasingly drastic emergency decrees has 
sapped the very life blood of the people. The na- 
tional budget has carried over a series of accumu- 
lated deficits from year to year. Social and political 
unrest has grown, until it now threatens the peace 
of Europe. The impossibility of expecting more pay- 
ments from such a strangled and harassed country 
has become obvious, and the conferees at Lausanne 
have accepted the facts. | 

Meanwhile, German payments have been enough 
or more than enough to pay what is probably the 
only just claim upon her—the rehabilitation of Bel- 
gium and Northern France. Few serious investiga- 
tors now contend that the war was entirely a made- 
in-Geymany product, and the effort to make that 
country pay the list of itéms mentioned above can 
be based only on the motive of vengeance upon a de- 
feated enemy. 

Another aspect of the reparations tangle is this 
country’s position, which an American writer, Jay 
Franklin, has called “the greatest political joke in 
history.” The tragic joke lies in the fact that loans 
from America have financed, in effect, the whole 
series of reparations payments to date. Germanyhas 
borrowed 2% billions in this country, and has paid 
2% billions to her creditors, of which about two 
billions reached this country in the form of remit- 
tances othe war debts. Since loans from the finan- 
Ciers of this and other countries have ceased, Ger- 
many’s payments had to stop. The Allies, as former 
Ambassador Houghton described them, were merely 
“transfer agents”—while America virtually financed 
the whole circle of payments. 

After ratification of the Lausanne agreement, Ger- 
many’s. creditors can approach the United States with 
clean hands, for negotiations on their own debts. We 
can do no less than they have done to end the 


impossible situation.

In the primary election Aug. 2 the voters of Mis- 
souri will be charged with a paramount duty of good 
citizenship. They will select the candidates whose 
names will be on the party tickets in the November 
election. 

The obligation of citizenship in the primary is no 
less than in the general election, and every citizen 
should take to himself the responsibility of aiding in 
the nomination of candidates who stand for honest, 
clean, representative government. ' 

The Post-Dispatch has no interest in the personal 
ambitions of any candidate for any office. It has a 
real public interest in the type of men to be the can- 
didates of all parties, and in the principles for which 
they stand. It is opposed to political bosses, who 
usurp to thémselves the powers of government 
through their control of public officials. It believes 
that political bosses should be crushed and that the 
way to crush them is to defeat their candidates at 
the polls. 

The boss issue is a paramount issue in the Demo 
cratic primary this year. The Democratic voters will 
decide whether Tom Pendergast, who has a strangle- 
hold on government in Kansas City, shall extend that 
control to the State Government through the nomina- 
tion and election of his candidates for executive, ju- 
dicial and administrative offices. 

The Pendergast candidate for the nomination for 
United States Senator is Charles M. Howell of Kan- 
sas City, lawyer for insurance interests and public 
utilities. Mr. Howell obviously is unfit to represent 
Missouri in the United States Senate. His allegiance 
to Pendergast, the boss, is of itself sufficient reason 
for his defeat. 

In defeating Mr. Howell, Democratic voters must 
choose among Bennett C. Clark, Charles M. Hay, 
James W. Byrnes and Robert H. Merryman, all of St. 
Louis. There seems no doubt that neither Byrnes 
nor Merryman will be a factor in the primary, and 
that the State’s hope of deféating Howell and Pen- 
dergast lies in the nomination of Clark or Hay. 

Hay, a dry,.is out of step with his party on the 
subject of repeal of the eigtheenth amendment, 
though he is not averse to the submission of a repeal 
amendment.” His position on economic issues is in 
line with the progressive thought of the country. 

Clark has consistently opposed the eighteenth 
amendment, and in his campaign speeches has given 
promise of being an aggressive Senator on the side of 
honest government, if he is elected.

every effort to prevent the repeal bill from passing. 

For the Republican nomination for Governor, the 
candidates are Secretary of State Charles U. Becker. 
Lieutenant-Governor E. H. Winter and Leo E. 
Koehjer of Kansas City. 

Becker is disqualified as unfit on his record as 
Secretary of State. It is a record replete with evi- 
dences of wanton waste of public funds in the form 
of subsidies to newspapers useful in his campaigns 
for election to office; with total disregard for econo- 
mies, as evidenced by his award of the contract for 
State automobile license plates to a particular firm 
at a cost to the State nearly $40,000 more than the 
amount for which they could have been purchased; 
with waste through the cost of administering his of. 
fice, constantly mounting from year to year of his 
term, and far out of proportion to the increase in 
business. 

To this record must be added Becker’s failure to 
curb the Young brothers’ investment company, which 
failed with a loss of more than $2,000,000 to in- 
vestors, although supervision of concerns operating 
under the blue sky law is one of the duties of 
his office, and although the Better Business Bureau 
had specifically directed his attention to the practices 
of the Young brothers. 

Through his leadership of the opposition to every 
effort to reform the wasteful system.in the State 
Government, to eliminate useless departments and to 
consolidate co-ordinate branches of the government, 
Becker has proved himself a Bourbon, If any degree 
of business efficiency is to replace political ineffi- 
ciency in the State Government, Becker must be de- 
feated.

The Case for Inflation 


Issuance of more money, to stimulate business and- reduce debt burden, is urged by 
economist as solution of immediate crisis; admits danger of excessive inflation, but 
says. policy can be kept in bounds, would ‘put cash in circulation by spending five 
billions on public works; this would create jobs and revive nation’s buying power.

HEN the available supply of money 
W and credit begins to outrun the avail- 

able supply of goods, we have infla- 
tion. A dollar. is worth less in terms of 
wheat, and the price of wheat goes up. The 
most obvious way to bring about inflation 
is for the state to use its printing presses, 
paying paper money for its obligations with 
no gold redemption clause back of it. The 
paper gets into general circulation, and, if 
there is enough of it, prices begin to rise. 
If the presses continue to labor long enough 
prices will rise to infinity, as they did in 
Germany and Russia. Inflation may be 
brought about also by manipulating Gov- 
ernment bonds and by stimulating bank 
credit. 

Deflation ‘is the reverse process, where 
the available supply of goods outruns the 
available supply of money. When the in- 
verted credit pyramid stands on a gold 
apex, deflation threatens when goods are 
produced faster than gold is added to the 
apex. Inflation is a general price move- 
ment upward, more money than goods; de- 
flation is a general movement downward, 
more goods htan money. The causes of 
inflation and deflation are not always easy 
to find, but once either process starts, +e 
know pretty well what will happen and 
whé will be hurt. Both go into a vicious 
spiral, and unless remedies are soon ap- 
piied, a treméndous psychological impulse 
tends to drive both to extremes,

Inflation, when it gets under way, stim- 
ulates busirfess, reduces the burden of debts 
and costs, boosts profits in dollars, and fills 
men with a marveldus and unreasoning 
optimism—a veritable shot in the arm. De- 
flation decrgases profits, increases fixed 
charges, induces first caution, then fear, and 
ultimately blind panic. A natural cause 
which might be responsible for only a little 
deflation may turn into a psychological 
cause which spirals downward in wild de- 
flation, | 

Who gets hurt by inflation? The vested 
interests, the creditor class, that new grand 
division in business which grew up during 
the nineteenth century, the prudent and 
respectable investor. He gets it in the 
midriff. Having lent his money at fixed 
rates of interest or rented his property 
on a long-term lease, he finds his income, 
in terms of wheat and shoes, shrinking, 
shrinking.

our sympathies for the Germans. 
Attitude Towards Germany. 
Ludwig: Certain German politi- 
clans have recently begun to fear 
that the traditional friendship be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Ger- 
many is being swept into the back- 
ground. 

Stalin: I know that among a few 
German statesmen a certain’ dis- 
satisfaction and restiessness is ram- 
pant, as to whether the Soviet 
Union, by “her nesotiations or by 
some contract with Poland, will 
not tak> a step which wil: signify 
that the Soviet Union sanctions 
and guarantees the possessions and 
borders of Poland. According to 
my views, this fear is baseless. We 
have always announced that we are 
prepared to conclude a non-éag- 
gression treaty with any state. 
When we say we are ready to sign 
such a non-aggression pact with 
Poland. we do not do so for the 
sake of idle phrases, i. ut in order 
to factually to conclude such a 
treaty. We are, if you like, poli- 
ticlans of an unusual kind. There 
are pgliticians who today promise 
or state one thing, and the next 
day either forget or belie what 
they have declared, without even 
blushing. We cannot deal that 
Way. 

From the standpoint of the Ger- 
mans, -what, at the very worst, 
could possibly result from such a 
| treaty? A change of relationship 
to the Germans? There is no rea- 
son at hand for this view. We must, 
just as in the case of the Poles. 
declare in a treaty that we shall 
not reso... to force, that we sha’ 
make no attempt to alter the bor- 
ders of Poland or to violate their 
independence. Just as we shall 
give this promise to the Poles. just 
so will they give us a similar prom- 
ise. Without such a point—that 
we do not expect to undertake war 
the independence: or 
safety of the borders of our states 


[without such a point no treaty 


can be concluded. 

That is the most that we can do, 
Is this a recognition of the Ver- 
No. Or can we cai) 
this a guarantee of the borders? 
No. We never have been and never 
Shall become the guarantors of 
Poland's border: furthermore, Po- 
land uever has been nor will she 
ever be the guarantor of our bor- 
ders. “Our friendly relations with 
Germany remain as always. This 
is my ardent conviction. 

The fearfulness of which you 
speak is therefore groundless. This 
fearfulness will vanish when we 
shall publish the treaty, when it 
is signed by Poland. All will see 


that it contains nothing against 
Germany.

Trucking Operators 
Organize to Seek 
Equitable Legislation 


As @ result of a series of meet. 
ings of Missouri truck men held 
recently in Columbia and last Fri- 
day, officials of the Missouri 
Freight Carriers’ Association, the 
Truckmen’s Protective Association, 
the Missouri Truckmen’s Associa- 
tion and other associations 
throughout the State formed one 
body to be known as the Truck 
Club of Missouri. 

The new club includes in its 
membership the owners, operators 
and employes of truck companies 
and terminals, as well as privately 
owned equipment. 

The primary object is to encour- 
age enactment of legislation fair 
and equitable to all in all parts ef 
the State. 

“Some states recently have be- 

come so drastic in legislation that 
the operation of trucks has become 
prohibitive,” Cc. F. Weilbacher, 
chairman of the organization, said. 
“One state, for instance, assesses 
half a cent to 5 cents per mile 
with a limit of 22,000 pounds. An- 
other state limits to 10,000 pounds 
and a third (Texas) limits the gross 
load to 7000 pounds. Other regu- 
lations as to length and (trailers 
have had a devastating effect on 
the business. 
“Another object of the club will 
be to seek full reciprocity on state 
taxes on trucks in other states, with 
Missouri.”

oftener — and, in 
spite of all that the 
Government inspec- 
tors have been able 


to do about it, 
there are. atill 
ad Quacks and ~swin- 


diers enough to get around to all of 
them for a perennial fleecing. Evi- 
dence in the hands of the United 
States Food and Drug Administration 
indicates that new quack remedies and 
new ‘‘miracle’’ machines supposed to 
cure everything from corns to cancer 
spring up and reap a golden harvest 
for their promoters about as fast as the 
old ones are exploded and driven out of 
circulation. The Government scien- 
tists investigate them as rapidly as 
possible and send out warnings against 
them, but still the credulous pour out 
their hard-earned dollars at the rate 
of millions a year for promises. And 
the strangest thing about it all, the in- 
vestigators declare, is the fact that 
suckers ‘‘stung’’ once are just as easily 
“stung” again. - They always believe 
promises more readily than warnings. 

For 25 years the scientists of the 
Food and Drug Administration have 
co-operated with the Postoffice De- 
partment in a relentless war on fake 
doctors, and they have had a large 
measure of success, but an inspection 
of the administration offices will show 
that they have much ground yet to 
cover. These offices have on exhibit 
some of the strangest looking contrap- 
tions the human eye ever looked upon 
and they are typical of the sort of 
thing the sucker pays his money for. 
They have all been sold as ‘‘cures"’ for 
some ill or other, and some of them 
as cures for several. There are fat 
reducers, body lengtheners, machines 
to give Herculean strength to puny 
people, machines to restore lost youth, 
machines to give ordinary water a mi- 
raculous healing power, electrical de- 
vices to transmit health vibrations into 
sickly bodies—all elaborately wired 
and rigged up with impressive looking 
gadgets and doodads. 

One of the most impressive of these 
miracle working contraptions—impres- 
sive both in appearance and in mira- 
cles claimed for it—is a machine that 
was advertised as being just the thing 
for people low on vim, vigor and vi- 
tality. Wires were to be attached to 
a wrist and leg of the puny one and 
another wire to the electric light fix- 
tures. Another part of the device, a 
kind of tube, was then to be placed in 
water of temperature different from 
that of the surrounding air. This done, 
the electric current was to be turned 
on and, after a few moments of vibra- 
tion, the patient was supposed to find 
himself in possession of a highly su- 
perior kind of pep. It makes a new 
man of you in just a few minutes, the 
advertising said, but the Government 
experts, after much patient endeavor, 
were entirely unable to make it work. 
The only form of vigor it increased in 
them was that they displayed in warn- 
ing people not to buy it. 

Many and varied are the electric 
caps designed to grow luxuriant hair 
on heads that were bald before. The 
yovernment has not flatty condemned 
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all of these and has no intention of 
doing so until exhaustive tests prove 
that they are worthless. But it is safe 
to say that the majority of these hair- 
growers never did and never will pro- 
duce a single hair. The bureau’s lab- 
oratories are all cluttered up with fake 
remedies for baldness, both mechan- 
ical and medicinal ‘‘cures.”’ 

It was not so many years ago that 
the American people ‘‘fell’’ pretty 
strongly for what were known as wa- 
ters possesed of a peculiar, health-giv- 
ing quality loosely defined as being 
radio-active. As a matter of fact, quite 
a few natural springs do possess a cer- 
tain radio-active quality, but when 
such waters are removed from the 
ground, the quality, which experts de- 
fine as radio emanation rather than 
due to any substance which in itself 
contains radio-activity, soon disap- 
pears. Yet buyers of such waters were 
not aware of this fact and paid out 
cold cash for the supposed invigorat- 
ing liquids. Today, however, thanks 
to the vigilance of the Government’s 
investigators and chemists, most of the 
promoters of this sort of thing are out 
of business. 


OVERNMENT authorities in 

Washington have on file a de- 

vice whose inventor actually 
claimed it would increase the height 
of the small man at least two 
inches, and in many cases from 
four to five and a half inches. The 
procedure in achieving this result 
was very simple, the promoter pointed 
out in his advertising matter. All the 
puny fellows need do, he said, was to 
“suspend the body by the neck with 
the apparatus, thereby loosening up 
the spinal cord.’’ And, presto! a couple 
of inches or more would straightway 
attach themselves to the lucky patient. 

But for some mysterious reason the 
scheme failed to work. As a matter 
of fact, the many purchasers raised 
such a lively commotion that Govern- 
ment authorities saw to it the inventor 
stepped clear out of his ambitious ma- 
neuvers. 

Imagine their surprise when they 
discovered that this savior of short 
men himself was only a trifle over 
five feet tall. 

Another strange device, which hard- 
ly may be called a health proposition, 
was extremely popular all over the 
country a few years ago. It bore the 
name of ‘‘sex detector.”’ It was sup- 
posed to enable anybody to determine 
offhand whether a given object, ani- 
mate or inanimate, was male or fe- 
male. 

There were many kinds of such ¢con- 
traptions, but practically 
all of them were similar 
in at least one respect. 
They e@onsisted of a 


small wooden peg or 
ball attached to a 
thread. In order to 


make a test a person 
simply held the string 
in his hand over the ob- 
ject and watched the 
direction taken by the 
peg or ball. If it swung 
slightly one way, then 
the object was female; 
if it swerved the other 
way it was male; and if 
the peg stood stock still, 
the object was neuter 
gender.

It is to be suspected that the in- 
ventor of one of these gadgets had a 
bit more imagination than actual sci- 
entific knowledge, for he announced 
to an exceedingly credulous world that 
his particular sex detector had such 
uncanny psychic powers that it could 
tell the sex of a soy bean. Wonderful, 
if true. But it did not happen to be 
true for the reason that, as every plant 
scientist knows, the soy bean contains 
both male and female elements. 

What kind of people are behind all 
these fantastic devices? According to 
the Federal investigators, the out and 
out sharper is the chief offender, but 
all manner of folk have entered the 
picture from time to time. One Gov- 
ernment investigator tells this illus- 
trative tale: 

“T once happened to be in a large 
mid-Western city and took occasion to 
call at an address attributed to a par- 
ticularly wild health scheme. Picture 
my utter surprise when I found a 
handsome, matronly-looking woman of 
obvious refinement in charge. To my 
queries she replied that she had but 
recently inherited the business and 
knew very little about the particular 
treatment now presumably under her 
direction. 

The good woman was horrified 
when I explained the real nature of 
the business and that it was unlawful 
to send the fraudulent treatment 
through the mails, or to obtain money 
from customers by the same method. 
Naturally enough, I advised her to slip 
out of the shady business at the ear- 
liest possible moment. A word to the 
wise was sufficient. Some of my asso- 
clates wanted to prosecute her, but I 
advised against this, Why ruin the 
life of an obviously innocent woman?’”’

A postoffice in- 
spector once trailed one notorious con- 
cern to a certain address in a large 
town and learned that the “Smith Lab- 
oratories’’ were imaginary, and, fur- 
thermore, that their so-called manager 
was an accredited pharmacist, a regis- 
tered druggist, a bank director, a mem- 
ber of the Better Business Bureau, a 
director in various well known frater- 
nal organizations, and a pillar of his 
church. But these highly credible af- 
filiations did not prevent him from 
snatching away something like $450.- 
000 a year from the sick, the near-sick 
and the infirm. During a period of 
ten years this “Dr. Jekyl and Mr.

The testimonial racket always is a 
prominent feature in the 
well laid plans of these 
quack mail order doc- 
tors. The public falls for 
testimonials time and 
time again. They are the 
quack’s greatest asset 
and are exceedingly de- 
céptive. Any one with 
clever methods and suit- 
able facilities can get 
testimonials galore for a 
mere solution, say, of 
salt and sugar dropped 
into the eye, or spread 
elsewhere on the body to 
cure anything frem can- 
cer to gun-shot wounds.

“TI commanded the marine, consist- 
ing of three launches, each with one 
small gun on a pivot, of General Cana- 
barro, the republican chief,’’ he ex- 
plains simply. ‘‘At daylight, off Imbi- 
tuba, we discovered 22 vessels of the 
imperial fleet sailing toward us. My 
men were terrified by the superior 
force of the enemy, 
but the presence 
and voice of Anita 
kept them at their 
posts. She _ chose 
and distributed the 
boarding weapons, 
took charge of the 
cannon, and had 
fired the first shot 
when I got aboard. 
The three small 
vessels, ill-armed 
and worse-manned, 
could do little 
against the enemy.

“At one moment, she and two sail- 
ors were knocked over by a cannon 
ball that passed close by. I rushed 
toward her, fearing she had been 
killed, but she got up without a 
scratch, though the 
two sailors were 
dead.

““All fight, I'll 
go, she replied, but 
only to search for the 
cowards hiding 
there,’ and she came 
back a moment later 
driving two men be- 
fore her with a saber.

companion, John Griggs of the United 
States, who commanded the Caripava, 
was cut in two by a cannon shot. On 
my own ship, the Rio Pardo, almost 
everyone had been shot down. 

“Anita gave incredible proofs of 
courage, self-possession ana coolness. 
After the cannon was dismounted she 
took a musket and continued firing as 
long as the enemy were passing us, 
refusing to seek any protection. The 


we were able to unload the ammuni- 
tion. I remained on board to set the 
flotilla afire. The decks were strewn 
with dead. I pushed the bodies over- 
board, including my friend Griggs, who 
had been my standby for months, and 
then set the fire.”’ 

Garibaldi tells how he collected a 
handful of survivors from this naval 
battle with the Empire and started a 
retreat by land toward the Rio Grande. 


“It seemed to me of little impor- 
tance that my entire property was that 
which I carried, and that I was in the 
service of a poor republic, unable to 
pay anybody. My wife was my treas- 
ure. She looked upon battles as an 
amusement, and the inconveniences of 
life in the field as a pastime. Then, 
whatever might happen, I was looked 
upon with smiles.’’ 

Menotti, the first child, was born in 
September, 1840, during an inland 
campaign—born with a scar on his 
head, for his mother’s horse had been 
shot under her in the battle of To- 
quari, and she had taken a bad tumble. 


HE family had transferred from 

the marine to the cavalry, there 

being no more marine, and they 

rode the plain and jungle, generally 

pursued by the imperial troops, with 

the baby suspended from the father's 

or mother’s neck. They forded flooded 

rivers, holding little Menotti overhead. 

He was drenched and starved more or 
less regularly, and thrived on it. 

At the battle of Coribitini, when 500 
imperial cavalry swooped down on 75 
republicans, Anita got separated from 
her husband and was captured. 

“That day Anita experienced the se- 
vere reverses of war,’ Garibaldi con- 
tinues in his simple style. ‘“‘Reluctant 
to be only a spectator, she asked to 
have charge of the ammunition, fear- 
ing it would not be well served out to 
the soldiers. Seeing the heavy fire the 
infantry had to sustain, she ap- 
proached the principal scene of action, 
when a number of the enemy's cavalry, 
pursuing some fugitives, appeared be- 
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fore her at a short distance. Anita 
might have beaten them in a race and 
left them behind, but, being a stranger 
to fear, she did not turn her horse 
until surrounded by a party of enemy, 
when flight became impossible. She 
then spurred her horse, and came out 
from the midst of them with a ball 
through her hat, which cut her 
hair. But a second killed her 
borse, rendering further ex- 
ertions useless. She 
was obliged to sur- 
render and was 
taken before the 
enemy command- 
er. Anita was no 
less great in adversity 
than in danger, and at 
’ sight of her the General's 
\ staff stood astonished. The 
officers, however, were s0 
ill-educated as to be unable to 

/ suppress exultation at their vic- 

tory. She met with haughtiness 
every injurious expression they ut- 
tered against the defeated republic- 
ans. She asked and obtained permis- 
sion, to seek among the dead, for the 
corpse of her husband, whom she be- 
lieved to haves been killed, that she 
might bury it.” 

On his side, Garibaldi believed that 
his wife had escaped the disaster, and 
he and several other survivors started 
into the wilds to search for her. 

Anita herself seized a horse, after 
fatling to find her husband's body, and 
fled past the outposts. 

“She passed that dangerous way by 
night, and such was her boldness that 
the assassins fled at sight of her, de- 
claring they had been pursued by an 
extraordinary being. And, indeed, they 
spoke truth, for that courageous wo- 
man, mounted on a fiery horse, gal- 
loped in a tempestuous night, among 
broken, rocky ground, by flashes of 
lightning. Four of the enemy cavalry, 
posted to guard the Canvas River, 
when they saw her approaching, were 
overwhelmed with fear, supposing it 
to be a ghost, and fled. When she 
reached the bank of that stream, swol- 
len to a dangerous current, she seized 
hold of the tail of her horse, and, en- 
couraging him with her voice, he 
dashed into the water and swam, drag- 
ging her with him. In four days she 
gained the rest of our corps in Aranha, 
in Vaccaria. 

“Anita, although superior to the 
trials and dangers of war, was amiable 
in domestic life. She assisted and con- 
soled me in adverse fortune, and in 
trying circumstances we endured.”’ 

The independence movement in Bra- 
zil having been crushed Garibaldi and 
his wife went to help some revolution 
ists in Uruguay. 

Learning in 1848 that Italy was en- 
dangered, they set out for Nice, his 
home. then Italian territory. Gari- 
baldi left Anita there with their three 
children, but the young fighting wo- 
man could not remain behind while her 
husband was on the firing line. She

made three trips to visit him, the last 
time passing incognito through the 
French troops besieging Rome. The 
French finally captured the city in 
May, 1849. Austria was invading the 
north. The Bourbon Kings of Naples 
and Sicily were demanding more terri- 
tory. On every hand enemies were try- 
ing to prevent the unification of Italy. 

‘‘T determined to try my fortune out 
of Rome after (Louis) Napoleon cap- 
tured it,’ Garibaldi explains. ‘Anita 
wished to share the dangers of the en- 
terprise. I objected, but vain were all 
remonstrances. Her feeble health she 
treated as nothing. Had I no longer 
any desire to have her with me? Was 
I endeavoring to leave her behind me 
on various pretexts? She asked me 
whether I doubted her courage. Had 
I not had proof enough? Oh, that de- 
lightful life in camp! Magnificent cav- 
alcade and combats! They were de- 
lightful to her. And as for fatigue, 
privations, mishaps, what were they to 
one whose happiness is in the heart?” 

He had to take her along when he 
left Rome with 4000 volunteers to try 
to reach the defenders in Venice. 


IS struggle during June and 
H July is one of the most magnifi- 

cent military epics ever written. 
His force rapidly dwindling, due to bat- 
tle, wastage and desertion, he began 
a wonderful retreat through Central 
Italy, pursued by the armies of France, 
Austria, Spain and Naples. A price was 
put on his head. His provisions ran 
out. He was hunted on every side, 
with no place to turn to. The enemies 
of Italy were tracking him down ruth- 
lesely, closing in rapidly. By consum- 
mate generalship he reached San Ma- 
rino, took refuge in the pine forests of 
Ravenna, and finally reached the coust 

The “incomparable Anita,’ as he 
calls her so often, had stood beside 
him in the combats, loading rifles, urg- 
ing the men forward, chastising cow- 
ards, her cries ringing across the bat- 
tlefields like clarion calls. 

But fatigue, hardships and ap- 
proaching motherhood were breaking 
her brave body and spirit. Having 
taken to sea in a desperate effort to 
break through the narrowing cordon, 
Garibaldi was pursued by the Austrian 
fleet and had at last to land at the 
mouth of the Po River. As the small 
party stepped ashore, Anita collapsed. 

“The sea had made her ill,’’ Gari- 
baldi wrote bitterly. ‘‘She wanted to 
return to land——the land that gave her 
only a grave.” 

After burying her body in the sands 


of the Po, Garibaldi continued his 
flight alone. He escaped ultimately to 
America. It appeared for a time that 


his warrior days were over——in reality 
they had scarcely begun. Five years 
later he was to return to Italy and di- 
rect the campaign that was to rout the 
remnants of the Bourbon armies and 
result in the reunification of his home- 
land. He died at his home on the is- 
land of Caprera June 2, 1882. 
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HE well - known 
firm of Wardson, 
Ltd., owning a long 
chain of theaters in 
Australia, recently 
sued Myria Nar- 
dova, the Russian 
danseuse, for 
breach of contract, 
claiming damages 
to the tune of 5000 pounds. Many will 
recall the case. It was explained in 
court that-Nardova was probably the 
greatest living exponent of her art, 
and that her contract carried a salary 
never hitherto offered to an individual 
performer. 

Nordova sailed from England, in the 
R. M. S. Taj Mahal, bound for Aus- 
tralia via the Suez Canal. Wardson’s 
opened a costly publicity campaign. 
The Taj Mahal was scheduled to call 
at Port Sudan, on the west coast of the 
Red Sea—and the dancer went ashore. 

She never rejoined the Taj Mahal. 

This, together with the fact that two 
months later Nardova turned up in 
Paris and merely cabled from there 
that ‘‘circumstances beyond her con- 
trol’’ had compelled her to break 
Wardson’s contract, constituted plain- 
tiff’s case. Nardova was represented, 
but was not present. 

In these circumstances, the firm of 
Wardson, Ltd., was granted the dam- 
ages claimed, with costs. 

The mystery of that lacuna between 
the time when the temperamental My- 
ria Nardova went ashore at Port Su- 
dan and the date on which she joined 
a ship inward bound for Marseilles has 
never to this day been cleared up.... 

In the lounge of the Taj Mahal the 
passengers were sipping coffee and 
liqueurs, Unmusical voices competed 
with the music of the liner’s orchestra. 
Dinner was just over. Pastel-shaded 
creations, designed in exclusive salons, 
formed an agreeable contrast, under a 
suffused glow of indirect lighting, to 
the somber dinner kit of the men. 

Nardova sat in an arched recess, 
with a group of admirers. She was 
exotically beautiful in a backless con- 
fection of apple-green. She had per- 
fect shoulders—immortalized, if slight- 
ly misinterpreted, in a famous well- 
known bust. The ship's commander 
had just left the party.

‘You are less than just to the East, 
madame,’ said a darkly handsome 
member of the party. ‘‘Alexandrja, 
for instance, was the supreme work of 
Alexander, builder of cities. The first 
lighthouse in the world existed there; 
and on its summit burned an everlast- 
ing fire—which endured for nearly 
1600 years.”’ 

“Something like the light on top of 
the London Coliseum?” 

Nardova’s courtiers smiled broadly 
at this sally of the famous artiste; and 
the Egyptian—known on the passen- 
ger list as Osman Mirghani—smiled 
also, as one smiles at a petted child. 

‘‘Nevertheless, madame,”’ he added, 
‘‘when old Alexandria was sacked and 
destroyed by the Caliph Omar, the 
world lost much. Half a million books 
—many of them unique; 4000 palaces 
and their priceless treasures. Today, 
Pompey’s Pillar and the catacombs 
alone hold the secrets of the past.”’ 

Osman Mirghani’s manner, and his 
unmoved regard, made Nardova feel 
ill at ease. "She resented this intensely. 

‘All the same,”’ she declared petu- 
lantly, ‘‘they can't dance!”’ 

“The basis of dancing, divine ma- 
dame, is to you, as to us, a blending 
of history with human passion. To the 
ignorant, it may seem that some 
dances call only to man’s crude de- 
sires. But to us the art of the great 
dancer tells strange tales—tales of 
worlds that are dead; of worlds of 
which no living man yet has knowl- 
edge. ...tIn your art you are inspired. 
If you knew the source of that inspira- 
tion you would think more kindly of 
the Hast.’ ... 

He stood up, kissed Nordova’s hand, 
and left the party. 

The dancer shuddered, and someone 
instantly draped a fur-trimmed wrap 
about her bare shoulders. 

“Surely you're not cold, Myria?’’

Sud- 
denly he left the acquaintance with 
whom he had been carrying on a desul- 
tory conversation, and joined the 
group farther aft. 


ATCHING his opportunity as

Practically the 
entire world’s supply of these 
pipes comes from a few factories 
in Missouri, and Missouri farmers 
supply the cobs from which the 
bowls are made. Attractive prices 
are paid for these cobs: from 50 
cents to 85 cents a hundred. A 
farmer who produces cobs suitable 
for pipes can realize in the neigh- 
borhood of $20 an acre from them 
and keep the kernels; for ordinary 
corn, sold with the kernels on the 
ear, he would only receive about 
$15 from an acre whose yield in 
bushels was the same.

The cobs for pipes must, of 
course, be of a special kind. They 
must be large and hard, produced 
in a growing season of about 120 
days. They are shipped to the fac- 
tories in the fall and seasoned for 
at least six months. 


center of the corncob pipe in- 
dustry. It was here that the 
first of these smoking implements 
was made. In 1874, Harry Tibbe, 
a scissors grinder, hollowed out a 
corncob, filled the bottom of the 
bowl with putty, stuck a stem in 
it, and exhibited the finished prod- 
uct at the county fair. He started 
a factory at Washington, Missouri, 
to manufacture the new kind of 
pipe, which soon became known as 
the ‘‘Missouri meerschaum.”’ 
There is another factory in 
Union, Mo. This plant can turn 
out more than 50,000 pipes a day. 
Owners of the Washington and 
Union factories supply farmers 
with seed which will produce the 
kind of cobs desired. The factory 
at Union usually buys 75 carloads 
of cobs each year. The cobs are 
in sacks of 300 each, and a car 
contains 400 sacks—or 120,000 
cobs. There are other pipe fac- 
tories at Owens -i'le, Boonville and 
Marthasville, Mo. 
Cobs for pipe making should be 


Fe evnter ot COUNTY is the 


at least an inch and 
three-quarters in diam- 
eter. After seasoning, 
those which fail to 
come up to this standard 
are discarded, and the 
remainder are sorted ac- 
cording to their size. The 
piths are drilled out, then 
the cobs are sent to revolving 
lathes, where trained workmen 
grind them in various’ shapes. 
About 250 different shapes are 
made. With the bowls formed, 
the dust is removed and sand- 
paper is applied. The next proc- 
ess is to.put plaster of Paris 
in the bottoms of bowls. Again 
they are sandpapered to remove 
surplus plaster. A coat of shellac 
is applied. After it dries, the 
bowls are sandpapered again and 
holes are bored for the stems. An- 
other coat of shellac is given, 
stems are inserted, and the pipes 
are boxed for shipment. 


Missouri corncob pipes are 
shipped to virtually all parts of 
the world. One manufacturer says 
that his best market is New York 
City. 

It has been noted that many lo- 
clalties have a preference as to 
the type of corncob 
they smoke, Moun- 
tain people, for ex- 
ample, want pipes 
with big bowls.

center of the Italian poisoning 
business in the middle of the sev- 
enteenth century. Her special 
brand of poison, called ‘‘Aqua Tof- 
fana,”’ she sold at wholesale and 
retail all over Italy. She served, 
too, as a consultant if the case 
was particularly difficult. Her 
poison was marketed in bottles 
bearing a representation of St. 
Nicholas of Bari, similar to those 
which contained water from a holy 
spring. It was thus that she was 
able to ship even beyond the cus- 
toms barriers. It was not until 
she was 70 years old that Tof- 
fana’s crimes were discovered and 
she was broken on the wheel, con- 
fessed, and named distinguished 


clients in both church and state. 

The only case on record of the 
use of poison gas with criminal 
intent was reported from Leipzig, 
Germany, in 1922. There two men 
plotted the life of a third. They 
carefully charged glass syringes 
with cyanogen gas. They lay in 
ambush for the victim and sprang 
out at him and discharged the gas 
in his face. 


UT he recovered and the two 
Bees convicted of attempted 
murder. 

Dr. Thompson intimates that 
since 1918 scientists have discov- 
ered poisonous gases far more 
deadly than those used in the 
World War. These gases are care- 
fully kept secret by the Govern- 


ments which possess them. The 
use of poison gas in warfare nas 
been carried to a far more subtle 
and deadly point since that day in 
April, 1915, when a wave of curi- 
ous mist billowed slowly over the 
ground toward French and Cana- 
dian troops. It is believed that 


gases have been worked out which 


no mask will resist. 

These developments of the past 
20 years make the Borgias look 
like innocent children. It is one 
thing to drop a bit of arsenic in 
the wine goblet of a guest at din- 
ner. It is another thing to loose 
upon the civilian population of a 
city an odorless, invisible poison 
gas. And that, one gathers from 
Dr. Thompson's book, is not be- 
yond the realm of possibility.
